School Brother Marius, C.S.C. 


Editor’s Note. Brother Marius goes the heart the ineffec- 
tiveness much our Catholic high-school work. His points center 
around these questions: the diffused responsibility for high- 
school work cause ineffectiveness? really have effective 
supervision our high schools? Are the principals our high 
schools competent render the educational service expected 
them? principals really know what happening the class- 
rooms? What must about it? There are some issues regarding 
the teaching staff itself that Brother Marius does not raise which 
have important bearing the problem supervision. These 
come other articles shall publish. 


HERE something repugnant, something intoler- 

able the American mind the word supervision. 

the mention the word supervision, red cloud 

rises before our minds obscure our mental horizon; our 

fighting blood aroused oppose the connotation the 

word which visualized grim overseer with crack- 
ling whip, out “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

This vision, this meaning supervision applied 
secondary education, diametrically opposed its true 
character and conception, its application and purpose. 
Supervision the high school and any other level 
the educational path fundamentally co-operative 
undertaking. doomed sure failure and disintegra- 
tion without the whole-hearted response from every mem- 
ber the faculty with the principal and Super- 
vision requires intelligent direction, but not forced action 
wholesome study made primarily the faculty 
under the leadership supervisor the principles and 
objectives learning; teaching; the attitudes and 
products instruction; classroom procedure for the 
purpose developing the best teaching the teachers and 
the most satisfactory learning the pupils. 

There supervision kind many Catholic high 
schools the present time. But more haphazard than 
organized. Its full purport not yet understood and, there- 
fore, not practiced instances where physi- 
cally not possible introduction. mean where the 
conditions are such that either one capable carry- 
ing this burden the difficulty physical; that is, 
would necessary for individual two places 


the same time. This particularly true where every 
teacher, the principal included, has full-time daily 
schedule. 

Disregarding, however, the two diffi- 
culties, the opportunity for supervision which shall con- 
sider the principal’s opportunity possibility super- 
vision the Catholic high school. 

Looking the Catholic secondary-school system 
the country, find that supervision instead being 
integral part the Catholic school organization, that 
wherever Catholic school there could conclude 
also the supervision instruction conducted efficiently, 
systematically, and progressively, practiced largely 
trial-and-error fashion without conclusive organiza- 
tion, seemingly dependent the initiative, personality, 
training individual, usually the principal, which, 
course, commendable the particular instance but 
not the entire Catholic school system. 

The outstanding cause for this lack supervision the 
Catholic school system not easily stated, but the fol- 
lowing may acceptable reasons which may have direct 
bearing the subject. (1) The really late cognizance 
the meaning, need, and practice supervision. (2) The 
fear suspicion introducing anything new, that may 
not beneficial its effect. (3) Catholics’ policy “to 
move slowly until are sure.” (4) Just what super- 
vision for the Catholic high school? (5) Who shall plan, 
organize, and responsible for its introduction, practice, 
failure, success? (6) The decentralized Catholic school 
system itself, compared the strongly centralized 
state-controlled public-school system. Finally, there are 
number other causes that may minor but that, 
nevertheless, may just effective; namely (a) the 
lack professionally trained supervisors; lack 
financial support; (c) the relation the pastor his 
school; (d) the relation the community its 
(e) the location the school; (f) the teachers, etc. 

Whatever the cause causes may be, know that 
supervision studied, evaluated, and even practiced. That 
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Catholics are recognizing their school problems, and 
strong, centralized school system will necessary 
carry Catholic education progressively, efficiently, and 
beneficially, may hope that the convictions will 
strong enough among those who can and should accom- 
plish even this complete reorganization rather organi- 
zation Catholic authority and responsibility. 


The Extent Supervisory Practice 

various studies made Kyte, Barr, Burton, Cub- 
berley, Douglass, Hughes, Melby, and other professional 
men education supervision, find development 
the principles, objectives, procedures, and tests super- 
vision which should serve the ideals 
but, the same time, they all point the fact the 
lamentable neglect supervision instruction dis- 
sociated from inspection, administration, even curricu- 
lum making the part the supervisory officers the 
public The practice many superintendents 
instruction reveals their lack understanding the true 
meaning and significance supervision; that the 
burden the improvement instruction seems be- 
come primarily the task the principal the school. 
this true the strongly centralized public-school 
system, how much more can not expect true 
the Catholic school system where decentralization 
the primary characteristic; where difficult place 
responsibility for the initiation educational project 
where superintendents, supervisors even inspectors are 
rarely found? whom, then, can expect place the 
entire burden organization, planning, and introduction 
supervision? one, may sure, the Catholic 
school system would care undertake this colossal task 
individually and the system exists most dioceses, 
take the diocese Catholic school unit, one could 
honestly undertake the task and expect success due the 
decentralization authority and responsibility. Neverthe- 
less, the principal each individual school, elementary 
secondary, not only can but should introduce supervision 
instruction, Catholic education maintain its 
ancient ideals preparing the individual mentally, phys- 
ically, and spiritually participate the social order 

The position the principal, particularly the Cath- 
olic secondary school, most instances rather unique. 
His authority almost unlimited and certainly his ini- 
tiative not bound any external limits. may 
wishes begin immediately the planning, organization, 
study, and insinuation supervision instruction into 
the school.

The Practices Today 
may interesting note the amount supervision 
and the extent its practice that found the Catholic 
secondary schools today; the direct and indirect ac- 
tivities which are certain sense supervision, that are 
extensively characteristic every Catholic school where 
Priests, Brothers, and Sisters are engaged the teach- 
ing establishments. The principal’s opportunities for super- 
vision will thus become evident becoming cognizant 
with what actually done this matter. 
Religious Teachers 

The characteristic thing about Catholic high school 
that usually its teachers belong some religious com- 
munity, which approved Rome and thus has its own 
autonomy. The teachers are appointed and directed 
their religious superiors. Thus there allegiance the 
teachers the mother house, allegiance which identi- 
fies their activities, aims, and ideals with those the com- 
munity which they are members. bring about 
fulfillment the rules and constitutions their particu- 
lar order, first form supervision, might say, takes 
place the annual visit the community visitor, usually 
the provincial. The merits inadequacy this form 
supervision not for the scope this discussion, never- 
theless motivating force that may well bring about 
improvement instruction. 

Another form general supervision results from the 
demands that are made the department education 
the university with which the teachers are affiliated, 
well the state requirements for supervised teaching 
experience. 

General Practices Supervision 

The following practices within the school itself may 
classified indirect supervision instigated some in- 
stances through the leadership the principal and 
others through the demands the state and city boards 
education. 

The principal makes visits the new teachers, such 
visits usually being required the state. 

Faculty meetings once month with the principal 
active chairman. 

Special faculty meetings for the beginning teachers, 
with the principal his delegate acting adviser. 

Departmental meetings science, mathematics, 
English, etc., not necessarily the activities 
the general faculty meetings. 

Papers presented one the members the 
faculty topics chosen committee for that purpose. 

Bulletins posted the principal suggesting certain 
activities pupil relationships, discipline any 
other school subject. 

Committees investigation that may report their 
findings and prescribe suggestive remedies the methods 
teaching, content, class procedure, etc., some sub- 
ject the curriculum. 

Visits, conferences, discussions inter-visitations 
one teacher another principal done informally 
the teacher’s own initiative. 

Mental tests for homogeneous grouping either the 
freshmen sophomores, followed frequently other 
tests achievement, aptitude, etc. 


The Principal Supervisor 


From the above brief analysis what actually 
done toward the supervision instruction, may appear 
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that the principal’s opportunities supervise are abso- 
lutely unlimited. But our judgment will modified when 
consider the principal’s position the Catholic high 
school. not only the principal the school, which 
itself taxes his energies the full, but the superior the 
religious community well; the administrator for 
the high school and the religious house; has the finan- 
cial obligations both establishments add 
this the various related duties advisory character that 
come under his scope the Catholic leader many ac- 
tivities necessarily connected with the school. must con- 
clude that his time must very limited not entirely 
consumed these multifarious duties. may then more 
readily condone some his apparent omissions the 
educational field. 

Nevertheless, the principal truly responsible 
for the training and learning the children his school 
render the teachers disposed improve themselves and 
their instruction. 

The first obvious step the development super- 
visory program would the budgeting the principal’s 
time. reserve more time for this task supervision 
instruction the principal may delegate many his duties 
and responsibilities other religious teachers. Thus, the 
prefects discipline and studies, faculty advisory council 
students, faculty monitors for freshmen, sophomores, 
juniors, and seniors lessen the guidance, disciplinary, and 
administrative burdens the principal. Then the directors 
athletics, dramatics, band, glee club, etc., even the stu- 
dent’s organizations under faculty supervision are utilized 
can utilized aid the principal. The clerical and 
office work may done stenographer; school pub- 
lications may handled faculty members; finance 
and its required bookkeeping are the duties the assis- 
tant principal; yet, all this distribution labor does not 
dispense the principal from the inspection and direction 
every activity since responsibility for each vested 
him. But with this co-operation may arrange his sched- 
ule allow time for supervision and inaugurate his ele- 
mentary plan, simply but effectively from the beginning 
the school year. 

The principal, then, this initial step, must draw 
for himself daily schedule all his activities see just 
what time may allow supervision during what 
periods the day would best for him and most con- 
venient act supervisor. Once has determined defi- 
nitely the exact time his disposal, may begin some 
form supervisory program which may hope carry 
out efficiently and beneficially only regulating its scale 
and intensity the budgeted time possibilities. For super- 
vision will more easily accepted the faculty the 
initial steps prove successful. 

arrive feasible plan supervisory procedure, 
becomes further necessary for the principal study the 
conditions affecting instruction his particular locality. 
Usually the student body international conglomera- 
tion with wide variation abilities, mental and phys- 
ical; motives for education, background, environ- 
ment, attitudes, achievements, etc., which must studied 
for the determining fundamental supervisory program. 
study the home conditions, social and economic, 
the locations the various parishes which the students 
belong, the principal can arrive the knowledge and 
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understanding what expected from the school 
and its curriculum. 

Then the school building with its physical equipment for 
the educative procedures must evaluated. Thus the 
number classrooms, study halls, library, showers, gym- 
nasium, music rooms, lavatories, storerooms; then the lo- 
cation itself and transportation facilities the school 
all must enter into the consideration the program 
supervision. 

Another important item, not the most important, 
the attitude the teaching staff. This should now, how- 
ever, easily established the principal where the 
teachers are ambitiously young; ordinarily having col- 
lege degree and state license their specialties. They 
attend summer school various universities and therefore, 
come contact with the latest trends and developments 
education. The attitude for intellectual and teaching 
ideals, due this continued study progressive and, 
believe, open and friendly any effort that may made 
for the improvement teaching and learning procedure. 
fact, the general sentiment one encouragement 
any overtures that the principal may suggest the field 
education. The evidence from the activities fostered 
the faculty the general meetings, the departmental 
meetings, special committees subject matter, commit- 
tees honors and awards, etc., betray the ease with which 
supervisory program may launched. not wish 
minimize the actual size the task that confronts the 
principal pursuing supervisory program; neverthe- 
less, the opportunity for supervision open, untrammeled 
any antagonistic outlook from the teachers; fact, 
the situation psychologically ripe for active system 
supervision. True, cannot elaborate, but single, 
constructive, objective, enthusiastic, 
governed common sense and conservatism, recognizing 
both the possibilities and restrictions, confining itself 
strictly the bounds the principal’s ability, training, 
initiative, and efforts. 


The Principal’s Opportunities 

What then are the principal’s opportunities for super- 
vision the Catholic high school? The first opportunity 
comes from the accepted interpretation supervision 
that is, the improvement classroom instruction. One 
the best ways accomplish this make the neces- 
sary classroom visits. The principal must, therefore, organ- 
ize his plan definitely, objectively, determining either be- 
forehand just what teaching objectives intends con- 


make preliminary visits, while building 


his program supervision, acquaint himself with the 
most outstanding objectives that need attention and im- 
provement. Naturally, efficient judge teaching 
and learning techniques, must prepare himself 
study and research into the best thought and practice 
available both the instructional and the supervisory 
methods. Before begins his direct supervisory visits, 
may best for him become orientated into this new 
activity these trial inspectional visits. The data thus 
gathered must arranged systematically, labeled, 
studied and classified; then tested comparing with 
the best modern principles teaching, methods teach- 
ing, teacher objectives, etc. 

How many principals Catholic secondary schools can 
truly say that they know their teachers teachers? They 
may their friends pals, even live with them, and 
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still know nothing about their teaching, class procedure, 
success failure; their strength and weakness. But 
visiting his teachers directly work the classroom the 
principal will discover just what definite objectives 
would include his supervisory program. These objectives 
may the making assignments the approach the 
subject matter; the method questioning and arousing 
the interest the pupils the time spent explana- 
tions; the making giving test the methods 
handling class discussions. Obviously, cannot stated 
here which these matters should chosen the 
principal, since the final decision must depend his ideals 
philosophy supervision, his knowledge teacher 
needs and the time that can appropriate for super- 
vision. Attention must recalled again the fact that 
may making general supervisory visits the new 
teachers that consume much his time, but the plea here 
for simple, objective, supervisory schedule for all the 
teachers throughout the entire school. 

Having concluded the inspectional visits and chosen the 
items for supervision, the principal can make plan for, 
let say, improvement the making assignments. 
This, with variety suggested references and models, 
can send the teachers. This will prepare them for 
individual conferences with the principal and will 
prepared deal with them comprehensively, authorita- 
tively, and sympathetically, making generous efforts 
helpful them common but cheerful way. 

The third opportunity this program presents itself 
the general faculty meetings. Let the principal choose 
the strong teacher prepare demonstration lesson 
the making assignments and let one the teachers who 
needs this manner supervision prepare paper for dis- 
cussion this same topic. The principal must, further- 
more, prepare leading questions gain the co-operation 
and participation all the teachers the discussions 
these faculty meetings. must guide tactfully and 
purposefully the establishment good, working gen- 
eral model for making assignments, which should, the 
same time, the summary the work done the meet- 
ing. 

Now, follow further laboratory lessons the class- 
room itself the making assignments preceded 
individual conferences with the principal and particular 
teachers, which special plans have been made 
tested the classroom when the teacher actually 
work. 

The next opportunity the testing the improvement 
and development made the presentation assignments 
which may easily demand further study, remedial pro- 
cedures, and individual conferences period 
time has been allowed for the teacher work 
himself. Finally, the principal assure himself the 
“worth-whileness” the supervisory efforts, should make 
survey the status this phase teaching, toward 
the end the school year. The results would, believe 
ment greater future labors the supervision in- 
struction. 

Many objections, criticisms, and even condemnations 
will appear squelch further attempts supervision 
naming futile, ineffective, wasteful, and otherwise 
but the grand and glorious satisfaction will remain 
something undertaken and something effectively done. 


Conclusion 

Yes, many principal may wonder where this time for 
supervisory visits will come from; where will get the 
time study, prepare, discover, and evaluate the items 
for supervision? say, “must he?” The answer is, 
view the other types superficial supervision those 
delegated so—he must. may wonder what 
legerdemain will see time given his teachers im- 
prove, participate specially organized faculty meet- 
ings, demonstrational teaching, enjoy 
visitation again, say, “must and they?” And again 
the answer must. But how? 

substitution. Substitute for those exploratory class- 
room visits, for those organized faculty meetings, etc., 
least some organized discussions. Delve into the theory, 
talk theoretically recent possible improvements edu- 
cation, wallow the latest educational trends out the 
current periodicals; for know, the psychological power 
suggestion, and something will improve, whether 
others ourselves. Give vent all opinions, start 
them that even the most set and reticent ones will find 
expressional reactions. 

How utilize the prize substitute! What opportu- 
nity those daily faculty meetings breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner present. Throw out one two guiding ideas, haul 
the free-for-all for everyone loves say 
something between soup and tea. 

This may open other practical vistas along the same 
trend thought the crowded high-school principal 
directions not yet discovered portrayed; for even now 
may ask typical question, “Are classroom visits 
valuable and necessary the improvement instruction 
postulated 

Thus, the principal may use any little means that 
may uncover for teacher and pupil improvement, for evi- 
dence seems point the principal the one and only 
practical and desirable supervisor the teachers. 

Ideals teaching, classroom management, ‘discipline, 
vocational guidance are all phases school life that may 
demand supervision. The opportunities from the point 
view need are numberless but the opportunities super- 
vise the principal are small and limited that make 
supervision worth while, the program must definitely 
objective, restricted, simplest simple that the results 
may valuable, useful, helpful; big comparison. And 
the principal could only improve some insignificant 
teacher procedure one year’s time, let him take courage, 
for paraphrase the words from the Imitations, “If 
principal would improve only one tiny teaching fault 
his faculty one year, that faculty will soon perfect

How beautiful the thought the good, merciful God 
who has created out infinite love, and who has des- 
tined eternity extreme happiness who has 
sent His Divine Son upon earth with and teach 
us, and who proved His love His death upon the cross 
—who loving Father has made extraordinary provi- 
sion for His children giving them the sacraments and 
instituting His Church care for them under His 
constant guidance! 

And yet how unattractive its study was often made. For 
many years practically the only textbook religion for 
the child was that which know The Baltimore 
Catechism severe its makeup, often abstruse its 
ponderous phraseology. was often meaningless the 
child, and thus devoid interest beauty. Its study was 
the child often merely task memorizing big words, 
and, lacking expert instructor capable presenting the 
doctrines the Church attractive style, was much 
like dose bitter medicine. result, the beautiful 
doctrines the Church were prone become even re- 
pulsive the childish mind. say that this was often the 
case where competent instructors were lacking and often 
competent instructors are lacking, especially where there 
parochial school and necessity the priest must 
choose from the laity the parish the teachers his 
children. Most especially this true rural mission 
places where priest cannot give the same personal 
supervision the work instruction that might pos- 
sibly give the classes his parish city. 

Many examples ponderous phraseology might 
taken from The Baltimore Catechism. well remember 
own childish reaction the definition “venial sin” 
sin slight offense against the law God; 
matters less importance, matters great im- 
portance offense committed without sufficient re- 
flection full consent the will.” class remem- 
ber memorizing the words; but childish mind they 
meant little nothing.

For many years The Baltimore Catechism was the 
catechism, and there was little else serve alter- 
native. Teachers religion, however, have long realized 
the pedagogical imperfections this old stand-by, and 
this past generation serious attempt has been made 
individuals formulate catechism complete and 
correct doctrine but better suited the childish mind. 
Especially this true the last decade, during which 
have seen many new catechisms published good, 
some mediocre. 

Now, the specific purpose this conference which 
are engaged this morning contribute our share at- 
taining the perfect catechism. are asked discuss 
the question “the Catechism graded for Children,” hav- 
ing view most especially those children who have not the 
advantage Catholic school the child the city who 
attends the public school child the county who 
lives far from the nearest Catholic school yea, also the 
child the country mission where Mass said but once 
month and where much the religious instruction 
the children must necessity left the parents, often 
themselves poorly instructed, volunteer lay teachers 
who most cases have little training the art 
teaching. 

After having discussed this question among ourselves 
are asked formulate some practical, concrete rec- 
ommendations. 

Our discussion this morning does not directly pertain 
the content matter the catechism. This matter 
that pertains the Holy See and the Hierarchy. And 
this field already certain norms have been laid down 
notably the Catechism the Council Trent and 
Cardinal Gasparri’s Catechism. 

Our problem rather pedagogical one how shall 
present this matter the child that may under- 
standable, interesting, attractive, and may become part 
and parcel the soul the child, making religion some- 
thing that not merely memorizing words but 
principle guiding the child’s thoughts, words and actions 
its everyday life? 

Yet even indirectly must consider the content mat- 
ter. For perfect catechism must complete that 
is, must contain, least brief form, bird’s-eye 
view the doctrine and discipline the Church. 

specific problem that ours deal with today 
the grading the Catechism content. Those who 
have had direct, first-hand experience teaching chil- 
dren know that would terrible mistake merely 
divide mechanical way the content matter propor- 
tionate parts begun the small child and plodded 
through course years his high-school age. Rather 
must the elementary principles religion presented 
the small child and the child increases years, about 
these principles nucleus cumulative process 
should grow the advancing knowledge and understanding 
our faith.

Likewise, one who think- 
ing entering the religious life lovesick with the love 
Christ. Such persons are most sensitive when public 
reference made their secret heart’s desire. 

teacher should ever reveal public that boy 
thinking being priest.

teacher who knows boys would never comment upon 
certain lad’s holiness. hold him publicly 
example all the class would bring down the wrath 
the other boys and place upon the shoulders the holy 
lad cross that would require the patience Job. 

Wise teachers, too, who see boy frequent the Sacred 
Table his own accord, would never tell their little charge 
how pleased they are. They know that they did, one 


two results might occur—the youngster might give 
his holy practice might continue with one eye 
the pew reserved for nuns. 

corollary the things which wise teachers would 
not do, fitting that list positive suggestions 
appended, suggestions which have brought good results 
hundreds cases.

Subjects for the priesthood should not only holy but 
should have large hearts and generous impulses serve 
their Lord and Master. Here, course, the teacher can 
best instruct example.

The information must given 
out casually the listeners will form the opinion that 
the teacher using “high pressure” methods and will 
suspect every subsequent statement, however innocent, 
which she may make the subject. 

best put vocational information before children 
matter general education. When explaining what 
vocation consists, teacher might wisely say, “Here 
some information that you ought have. Some day you 
might wish assist others know what vocation and 
you ought able explain the matter intelligently.” 

One priest who did considerable vocational promotion 
work, always prefaced his lectures with the statement, 
have been asked tell you something about vocations 
and what they are. not here sign lot boys 
for the priesthood. just much interested the 
students who have vocation those who are 
being called God. should like enable those who have 
vocation know definitely and then they won’t 
bothered with the thought any more. can prove 
some you that you are being called God, and prove 
others that you should not even think the priest- 
hood because the Lord has not given you vocation, 
will think that have done you all good service.” 
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This sort opening remark won the interest every- 
one, and those sensitive ones who might have feared that 
listening talk vocations they would indicate 
that they were interested the subject, were given 
perfect excuse and could listen attentively 
coming the target for the jibes companions. 

Another step developing vocations the plan 
putting before pupils stories priest heroes. Modern 
Martyr, published the Maryknoll Fathers, The Jesuit 
Missioners North America, published Universal 
Knowledge Foundation, and Father McShane Mary- 
knoll, Dial Press, are among the many splendid books 
that can recommended. vapid life saint should 
proposed red-blooded pupils and recommending 
even the books mentioned, they should suggested 
“thrillers” and not “holy” books. 

placing vocational information before class 
casually that thoughts may turned safely toward the 
holy calling. Aspirants who have the requirements should 
then encouraged their high purpose. 

One common pitfall, however, should avoided 
teachers. the error deciding for the aspirant. Many 
persons who are striving decide definitely whether 
not they should cast their lot with God, frequently 
from one adviser another, seeking someone who will 
make their minds for them. Teachers should care- 
ful leave the actual decision the pupil. 

The safest rule follow the direction vocations 
“hands The teacher can sow the seed high ideals, 
she can watch for the three signs vocation, she can help 
train the growing character and water with prayer, 
but the harvest must left God.

Editor’s Note. The question incentives discussed pro and con 
and rather fully this article. The practical suggestions and cau- 
tions are especially worthy study. 


the basic problems faced every educator 
that student interest. The problem twofold: 

(1) How arouse interest activities which the 
judgment mature minds considers worth while. (2) 
How sustain this interest until the activity has been 
performed. widespread and traditional the sys- 
tem motivating educational activities means 
prizes that frequently use without inquiring into 
its advantages and disadvantages and thus use badly 
or, what very often the same thing, blindly. 


What the Prize 

the prize system mean the practice giving for 
the various scholastic activities, curricular and extracur- 
ricular, awards extrinsic the activities themselves. Such 
extrinsic awards prizes may things tangible and 
themselves frequently money, medals, books, 
and the like, belong this class; they may largely 
intangible and valuable wholly great measure be- 
cause they yield social personal gratification their 
recipients. More less intangible prizes are involved 


the public reading marks, public announcements the 
results competition, the giving certificates dis- 
tinction, ribbons, the division classes according 
rank, and the like. While among schools there the widest 
divergence both degree and kind the use the 
prizes, four elements always mark the prize system: (1) 
award some kind made; (2) This award over 
and above the actual educational outcomes the activity 
for which given; (3) given man-to-man 
competitive basis; (4) Publicity attached the award. 


Some Advantages the Prize System 

Many things can said favor the system for 
awarding prizes. Among these are: 

The prize system has distinct merits over the phys- 
ical-punishment system which superseded some edu- 
cational programs. John Muir tells one his de- 
lightful autobiographical works that the school which 
attended Dunbar, Scotland, learned the whole 
the Old Testament thoroughly heart that his old 
age was able repeat word for word. The motive 
behind this memory grind was simple. The little Scotch 
boys were given certain number pages each day. 
Whenever they got stuck their recitations, the school- 
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master whipped them. The Jesuits seemed have been 
among the earliest modern educators substitute re- 
wards for 

The offer valuable reward, particularly money 
reward, appeals the acquisitive instinct and sometimes 
makes lazy unwilling people the impossible. 

When the prizes are chosen such fashion 
appeal the special tastes the competing group, they 
can motivate suggesting prospective gratification 
interests. Thus athletic equipment dangled before the eyes 
the average small boy like meat hungry dog. 

The publicity given the successful competitor under 
prize system serves powerful incentive appealing 
the instinctive desire for praise. 

Closely related this, the prize system, making 
distinctions among people, appeals the desire that most 
men possess dominate, possess prestige power, 
distinction some kind other. 

The prize system tends create interests ac- 
tivity appealing such fundamental interest factors 
the pugnacious, the uncertain, and forth. 

The prize system makes use the factor faith 
unrealized potentialities. The achievement one prize 
student generally creates him strong desire for 
another one. 

The prize system and the competitive basis through 
which carried out does some manner provide proper 
training for life which competitive. 

The offering prize—particularly valuable 
prize for activity suggests the prospective partici- 
pant the idea that the activity important. The age 
those whose interest aroused and held im- 
portant factor determining what degree intrinsic 
awards are sufficient. 


Some Dangers the Prize System 

thus making powerful appeals some the strong- 
est wants man, the prize system can clearly motivate 
the educational process the attainment desirable 
outcomes and can given legitimate uses. Its employment 
not without some dangers, however, anyone who has 
used the system willing confess. Father Kane’s book 
suggests several these dangers which his testimony 
fortunately have not been realized the Jesuit practice. 
Our enumeration the dangers the prize system 
based not merely upon personal observation but upon con- 
sultation with other teachers who have employed ex- 
trinsic awards their conduct curricular and extra- 
curricular activities. 

The prize system tends make the attainment 
medal honor rather than education the end 
student’s efforts. 

The prize system tends give undue relative im- 
portance those activities for which prizes are offered. 

The prize system stimulates pride which always 
personal and sometimes danger becoming petty. 

Prizes for scholarship activities particularly fre- 
quent prizes the way daily class honors tend 
promote cribbing. 

making marks major outcome scholastic ac- 
tivities the prize system tends encourage cramming for

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examinations with mark-getting rather than life educa- 
tional values objective. 

The prize system tends place too much emphasis 
upon values that are accidental and relative rather than 
fundamental and absolute. look education and life 
absolutely, shall discover that not compete 
much with one another with ourselves. The prize sys- 
tem, however, suggests that the competition between 
man and man rather than between man and his own limita- 
tions. 

Closely allied the above danger the fact that 
the prize system tends promote sense competition 
between student and student and thus discourage group 
activities. 

The prize system tends force children study 
work beyond their strength and ability natural rate 
speed. 

Prizes are sometimes awarded for superficial smart- 
ness, glibness, showy abilities, etc., rather than for solid 
abilities, genuine learning. 

10. The prize system tends produce educational ex- 
hibitionists the type child who won’t play army un- 
less can the general, football unless can 
quarterback. The writer once heard slightly acid descrip- 
tion such person. Two friends were discussing casual 
acquaintance. “What’s the matter with So-and-so?” said 
the one. “Oh, So-and-so,” said the other, “He won medal 
for elocution ten years ago and never recovered from 

11. The prize system sometimes does injury the rea- 
sonable pride those who not gain awards. 

12. The prize system sometimes militates against the 
social education the recipients themselves erecting 
them consciousness differences between them and 
their fellow students and thus, setting them apart, pre- 
vents their full socialization. 

13. Scholarship awards tend penalize individual 
thinking individual activity. The student most likely 
merit prize who repeats blindly and blandly 
what the teacher says. 

14. The bases upon which prizes are given are not al- 
ways fair and sometimes appear quite unrelated 
the contest. 

15. The bases upon which prizes are offered are seldom 
accurate. Scholarship prizes are awarded the basis 
facts, whereas most the more important outcomes 
education are not factual but appreciational. 

16. Sometimes the prize system tends ruin the ac- 
tivity, which intended serve. 

17. Scholarship prizes sometimes tend foster that 
type character which sees nothing debasing what 
academic circles familiarly called “apple polishing.” 

18. The prize system sometimes produces even faculty 
members distorted view the true objectives the edu- 
cational processes. 


Give Not Give Prize 


With these dangers before us, what must our verdict 
the prize system be? Obviously can one three 
things. (1) can use the system blindly many have 
used the past, trusting with gentle optimism that 
all will work out well: (2) can avoid the system alto- 
gether means avoiding its dangers; (3) can 
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use intelligently, throwing safeguards against pos- 
sible unwanted effects. When the many values the sys- 
tem are considered together with the relative ease with 
which some its dangers can avoided, would seem 
that the third course the reasonable course. 


Some Suggested Safeguards 

Prizes are offered for many activities such va- 
riety circumstances that any listing safeguards must 
remain partial and suggestive rather than exhaustive. 
Here are few: 

The teacher coach should endeavor orientate 
himself the life values any educational activity 
which handles and for which prizes are given. 

should vividly present these life values the pro- 
spective and actual participants the prize activities. 


should endeavor balance individual 


tion with group activities. 

should keep careful watch the individual 
contestants order curb the development any un- 
desirable personal social traits that may result from 
competition for the prize. 

should make due announcement the inade- 


quacy the bases measurements which awards are 
given. 

the same time should strive meticulously pre- 
vent irrelevant factors from entering into these inadequate 
bases. 

should strive balance the completed 
achievement contests with program contests which 
each contestant competes with the group only com- 
peting first with himself. have too few contests this 
kind our schools. 

scholarship activities should encourage habits 
persistent industry and should discourage cramming. 

should make special provision see that the less 
able and the less forward students are not discouraged. 

More might said about much more. 
think, though that many things are suggested the re- 
mark one teacher with long experience. She said, “Write 
down that when prizes stop serving education, the teacher 
invariably has simply lost his sense what should 
trying do. The fault doesn’t rest with the pupil with 
the system; rests with the teacher. Let the teacher be- 
come correctly orientated and the prize system can’t 
wrong his hands.” 
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Master Arts Teaching 


Harvard has just announced new degree Master 
Arts Teaching. This significant the trends 
teacher training that think worthy special edi- 
torial comment. The official announcement says part: 

“Under the new plan the co-operating faculties have 
established degree which scholarship may united 
with professional understanding and with personal fitness 
for teaching, all three suitably demonstrated per- 
formance. 

“The degree awarded achievement evidenced 
examinations the subject taught and education, 
and apprenticeship teaching. Except attainment 
specific aspects certain subjects tested the final 
examinations designated courses, credits courses are 
not required. 

“The minimum requirement graduate study 
Harvard University one year, but most candidates for 
the degree will need more than year prepare for the 
tests which the degree based. 

“In general, the standard for basic knowledge the 
subject that the Divisional Examinations for the 
bachelor’s degree Harvard College, which must 
passed with honor grades. certain fields, successful grad- 
uate study specified courses required evidence 
type achievement deemed requisite teacher. 
some fields special examinations are given test the can- 
didate’s command particular aspects the as, 
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for French and German, examinations 
test pronunciation, and ability converse. 

“In Education, General Examination will test the can- 
didate’s knowledge and understanding five fields: edu- 
cational psychology, the measurement individual growth 
and achievement, the historical and philosophical back- 
ground educational policy certain western nations, 
current issues American secondary education, and gen- 
eral principles teaching. 

Special Examination will test the candidate’s knowl- 
edge the materials and methods the subject 
teach. Inexperienced students will placed appren- 
tices, under supervision, co-operating schools and school 
systems. The requirement apprenticeship may waived 
for experienced teachers whose work certified suc- 
cessful.” 

has long been evident teacher-training institutions 
that adequate training subject matter and methods 
teaching could not given the four years college 
work. The Harvard announcement frank recognition 
that fact. Training secondary-school teachers put 
higher professional level. The examinations and 
academic program should guarantee teachers more inde- 
pendent textbooks, less slavish their following 
official regulations, more free adapt curriculum and 
textbook the needs their students, and generally 
more serviceable the administration because they are 
more serviceable the children. 

The Harvard scheme combines the three essential things 
teacher-training program: (1) sound basic academic 
training, (2) professional education its philosophical, 
psychological, historical, and sociological 
gether with knowledge the skills the art teach- 
ing, and (3) effective apprenticeship under expert con-

considering the new plan training secondary- 
school teachers, which Harvard has just announced, 
mind reverted the subject diocesan normal schools 
teachers colleges. The Harvard scheme, like the certi- 
fication laws the State California, only another 
indication that the minimum training for secondary-school 
teachers will training equivalent the master’s degree. 
Just today the minimum training for elementary teach- 
ing fast becoming four years training beyond high- 
school graduation.

Reports public schools have times various school 
systems reached high stage development and, any 
rate, their experience should suggestive.

school system exists for the children who attend. 
piece machinery promote the physical, intellec- 
tual, and moral welfare the children who attend. 
sense, the school system acts loco parentis. is, there- 
fore, the utmost importance that the parents should 
understand what the school doing, how doing it, 
and why doing it. 

School reports especially annual reports have been 
meant school officials (particularly public-school 
systems) give account their stewardship. They 
answer such simple questions the training teachers, 
the number children class, the approved textbooks, 
the sanitary conditions school buildings, etc. 

But more than this, these reports are ways which 
parents are helped understand the policies the school, 
and co-operate make approved school policies more 
effective. 

Public-school systems use these annual reports and in- 
termittent reports gain financial support for school 
policies promoting mutual knowledge and mutual un- 
derstanding. course, economic inadequacy too gen- 
eral condition the parochial school, but perhaps, here 
too, frank reporting might stimulate adequate support. 

Really effective reports parochial schools doing ade- 
quate work would help dissipate too, among our non- 
Catholics, false notions that are too prevalent, well 
make possible general public co-operation where that 
desirable. 

Why then should there not set part Cath- 
olic school policy the following: 

Because they stand loco parentis, the Catholic school 
systems should prepare annual and periodic reporting 
easily understood language with every aid typography, 
chart, and picture the Catholics diocese the facts 
about the elementary and high schools. These reports 
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should include intelligent presentation the educa- 
tional policies basis for active co-operation the 
home harmonious educational program promote 
the child’s welfare. 

Catholic colleges and universities receive their fees 
trustees promote the education the students who pay 
the fees. The same sense stewardship and the same sense 
co-operation should prompt Catholic colleges report 
annually parents facts and policies their educational 
and financial programs means securing understand- 
ing and ultimately more adequate and generous

The window transparency and cut-out 
shown the opposite side is, course, 
designed represent the Holy Spirit.

generally recognized that students 
entering high school are notably deficient 
the size their working vocabulary. 
only give her class standard vocabulary 
test; that lacking, compose one mect 
her own class needs. Tests carried out 
the leading cities the country show that 
students are further below standard the 
size their vocabulary than any other 
one phase English instruction. 

The purpose this article 
vocabulary-building project carried out 
class. Also samples vocabulary lessons, 
tests, and games are included, well 
detailed descriptions the various units, 
and estimate the effectiveness the 
experiment. 

This project grew out 
situation that existed the San Bernar- 
dino (California) High School, and that 
probably exists most high schools the 
country. Last year, achievement tests 
English were given all the fifteen 


dred students, whether enrolled English 
not. This test showed that the students 
were above standard composition, com- 
prehension, appreciation, and literary in- 
formation, but were decidedly lacking 
extensiveness vocabulary. 

Teachers the science, history, and 
other departments agreed with the result 
the tests, saying that the students 
“could not read and understand simple 
paragraph moderate Upon 
inquiry, was found that per cent 
the students did not even own dictionary, 
and did not have access one. 

remedy the existing situation, was 
agreed use one sophomore English class 
better than average intelligence 
experimental group. the outset the stu- 
dents were informed the plan, and the 
following aims were laid down: 

increase the student’s working 
vocabulary both written and spoken 
English, but the same time impress 
upon him that better know few 
words thoroughly than know great 
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many indefinite, haphazard fashion. 

improve the student’s reading 
comprehension and ability (this 
further analyzed and developed later 
project). 

give the student vocabulary 
words good usage supplant the slang 
words and expressions which habitua!ly 
uses. 

encourage the student the dic- 
tionary habit. 

Incidentally, tie his English 
work with the study foreign languages 
that may see the relationship be- 
tween them. 

The two classics regularly studied this 
course were used for the supplementary 
vocabulary project: Riis’ The Making 
American and George Eliot’s 
Marner. Both proved admirahly 
adapted the work, though great many 
other classics would just suitable. 
time was expected that all the un- 
familiar words these texts would 
mastered. 

preliminary, the class was given 
standardized vocabulary test order that 
their achievement during the six weeks’ 
period might later definitely measured. 
was expected, this test again proved 
the inadequacy the vocabularies. Next, 
each student was urged supply himself 
with dictionary. The school library was 
drawn help out those children who 
could not afford buy dictionary and 
were unable borrow one. 

Each student was asked keep loose- 
leaf “vocabulary notebook.” This book 
was contain the names words hereto- 
fore unfamiliar him, and also definitions, 
synonyms, and illustrative sentences for 
each word listed. This list was compiled 
from the student’s reading English, 
other subjects, and outside reading 
books, magazines, and newspapers. other 
words, the student was encouraged look 
any unfamiliar words that came 
across. addition, agreed use each 
new word twice ordinary conversation 
before entering finally his vocabulary 
notebook. 

After these preliminary 
made, was decided devote the vo- 
cabulary work the first fifteen minutes 
each period during the next six weeks. For 
his daily assignment the student was given 
certain number chapters read and 
then asked through the assignment 
and pick out the unfamiliar words and 
copy them his notebook. was 
look each word, use ordinary con-: 
versation, then set down the definition 
and synonyms his notebook, and also 
good sentence illustrating the word. 

When the students came class, they 
discussed the new words they had gathered. 
The teacher explained the idiomatic use 
the more difficult ones. Then fifteen 
these words, those which were sense 
freakish, unusual, archaic, were selected 
and written the blackboard. They were 
each discussed detail, and the students 
spoke the words aloud with the teacher. 
Many were given showing the 
various uses and connotations. 

Thus, such words “infamous,” “emi- 
nent,” and “famous” were discussed, both 
for denotation and connotation. Infre- 
quently used words such “exiguity” and 
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“idiosyncrasy” were carefully avoided, 
preference being given the words com- 
monly used everyday life intelligent, 
educated people. Words such “antag- 
vironment” were among those discussed. 

This list fifteen words was copied 
all the students. the next day, the 
words still remained the blackboard 
used the “vocabulary game.” This 
consisted the teacher’s dictation 
few paragraphs sufficiently entertaining 
catch the imagination and interest the 
students. the teacher dictated the 
“story,” she read the word “blank” where 
the student was draw horizontal line 
which was later filled with one 
the words taken from the list the board. 
the end the reading, the students 
were given five minutes which fill 
the blanks with the correct word. 

After the words had all been filled in, 
the students 
papers method which successfully pre- 
cludes cheating the complete story 
was then read aloud, with the students 
checking each other’s paper. every in- 
stance more than half the students made 
perfect score. Furthermore, the “play” 
idea made them eager make good 
score; they actually enjoyed playing the 
“vocabulary game.” This direct con- 
trast with the usual method teaching 
vocabulary, method which often the 
kind drudgery and meets with 
little pleasurable response from the stu- 
dent. 

the end six weeks’ reading, the 
two classics, well other supplemen- 
tary books, were finished, and one hundred 
words more had been entered the 
notebooks and discussed class. addi- 
tion, there were the daily class lists con- 
sisting fifteen words each. Now the stu- 
dents were ready for the 
match,” which they had been promised 
the outset. The day before the Thanks- 
giving holidays was selected for this ac- 
tivity, being least likely interfere 
with regular routine. 

Students their seats numbered off, 
one and two, around the room The ones 
lined one side the room, and the 
twos the other side. 

The teacher pronounced the word. The 
student was required speak the word 
correctly good sentence without the 
use notes. the teacher doubted the 
student’s complete understanding the 
word, she would ask for another sentence, 
failed use the word correctly, sat 
down, and the next word the list was 
given the next student the other side. 
This procedure was very similar that 
spelling match, except that was test 
vocabulary comprehension rather than 
ability spell. 

This same type test could written, 
but would lack the competitive element, 
and would taken examination 
rather than game; and the play in- 
stinct still prominent the average 
high-school freshman sophomore. 
necessary that made enjoy this 
work building his vocabulary 
achieve permanent results and good 
speech habits. 
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the end the match, the students 
left standing were presumably the posses- 
sors the largest vocabularies the class. 
However, order these most 
inconclusive results, the students were 
again given standard vocabulary test. 
This test showed marked improvement 
the students’ understanding new words. 
One type vocabulary test follows:

must differentiate between the 
classes. (alternate, judge, discriminate) 

After the completion the final tests, 
was found that approximately per cent 
the students had not achieved satis- 
factory score. Therefore, was necessary 
plan some remedial teaching with this 
special group. 

The per cent who had achieved high 
score the final vocabulary test were fur- 
nished with wide selection library 
books, including travel, short stories, biog- 
raphy, science, and the like. These students 
were placed the front seats that 
they would not disturbed the teach- 
ing the rest the student group. They 
spent the period reading, being ex- 
plained that the purpose was improve 
their reading speed end comprehension 
quotient. 

The retarded group vocabulary was 
asked bring small dictionary class. 
Students were asked refer the pre- 
vious list which had been placed their 
notebooks. Ten words were studied 
time. After ample discussion each word, 
the students were given test. case 
unsatisfactory results, the test was re- 
peated. Then the next ten words were 
studied. This procedure was followed every 
day: test, study, discussion, retest. Finally 
the entire list had been gone over. 

Then final test was given, and only 
one student had unsatisfactory score. 
special schedule reading and vocab- 
ulary study was organized ‘for him and 
book list prepared that aimed increase 
his interest reading. for the other 
students, they were urged continue the 
dictionary habit, read the daily papers, 
and read widely possible all 
branches literature. 

What was achieved such activity 
program? First and most important, these 
sophomores had become “vocabulary con- 
scious.” They were interested looking 
the dictionary new and unfamiliar words 
that they came across. They were able 
use their everyday conversation and 
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writing many words that were 
unknown them. They admitted that they 
had developed the dictionary habit. 
Furthermore, tests given the conclusion 
the vocabulary project showed that the 
students had improved their reading-com- 
prehension score while adding their 
stock words. Students were longer 
loath attempt the reading books that 
were formerly considered “too deep.” 

Although there infallible means 
measuring this accomplishment, pre- 
sumed that the addition new words 
the students’ working vocabulary will tend 
decrease his constant use slang 
words and expressions; for, after all, slang 
only second-rate tool used when 
better one not hand. Most 
all, the students have developed habit, 
which hoped they will continue 
throughout habit looking 
unfamiliar words the dictionary and 
using these words their everyday

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THE VALUE EXCURSIONS 


Miss Zeta Brown, field agent for rural 
education Maine, calls attention some 
educational values found pupils’ ex- 
cursions field trips. Briefly, these are 
follows: 

discover the interests the children. 

arouse interest the world about us. 

appreciate nature’s wonders and man’s 
ingenuity. 

cultivate powers observation. 

develop scientific attitude. 

curiosity. 

solve problems which have arisen. 

“The excursion, order sound edu- 
cational value, calls for careful preparation. The 
teacher who guide such field trip needs 
over the ground and plan, step step, 
the points noted. There will still remain 
plenty room for initiative and decisions 
the spur the moment after the most careful 
plans have been laid. Detailed information 
where go, what look for, notes 
kept, and sketches made, are necessary 
introduction and foundation any valuable 
excursion. these plans are discussed and out- 
lined previous the trip the teacher and 
her class, co-operatively, more enthusiasm 
aroused, which turn leads better results. 
Field trips present the teacher many oppor- 
tunities for observation and 
dividual tendencies her pupils.

The Missouri Catholic Educational 


Conference Francis Crowley, Ph.D. 


Editor’s Note. The annual meeting for 1936 the Missouri Cath- 
olic Educational Conference was held St. Louis Saturday, 
March 21, with attendance more than 1,000. These annual 
meetings are held under the auspices the school education 
St. Louis University. Dr. Crowley, dean the school, has general 
charge the conference. Conferences this type might well 
established every diocese the country. 


The morning session was presided over Rev. William 
McGucken, S.J., regent the school education the uni- 
versity. Very Rev. Robert Johnston, president the university, 
gave address welcome which emphasized the willing- 
ness the Church reach out and gather the best secular 
educational practice for the laudable purpose Catholicizing it. 

inspiring address which sounded the keynote the con- 
vention, Rev. Raphael McCarthy, S.J., director the depart- 
ment psychology, pointed the obligation all teacher- 
training agencies operating under Catholic auspices provide 
Catholic teachers for Catholic schools. “Training effective, 
must inspired religious principles. This does not mean 
that the Catholic ideal contemptuous secular learning, 
should profit the knowledge and experience 
without losing the virtues our own.” 

The highly individualized program instruction developed 
the Diocese Detroit and known the Detroit Diocesan Plan 
was dealt with length address Sister Etheldreda 
Heard, Ad.PP.S., educational directress, Ruma, Ill. She described 
combination the “Winnetka-Platoon Co-operative Sys- 
tem.” The plan involving grades inclusive, usually has 
sections each grade. The smallest school visited Sister 
Etheldreda enrolled 900. The principal equips one room for each 
subject for each grade. For instance, grade-8 social-science 
room will equipped for pupils. All four divisions with 
total approximately 160 pupils would use this room daily. 
Much reference material required and secured through 
plan which the school owns all books except the catechism. 
annual book-rental fee $2.50 paid each pupil. Each 
homeroom teacher charge the teaching religion, ‘health, 
handwriting, and etiquette. addition she teaches one subject 
each the sections her grade. One Sister teaches all the 
grade-8 arithmetic and another cares for all the grade-8 English, 
and on. The fundamental principle underlying the plan 
“When the teacher teaches, the pupil doesn’t learn.” keeping 
with this principle all skill subjects are taught highly in- 
dividualized manner. Students are placed the basis the 
results diagnostic tests. The pupil graphs his unit achievement 
and trained work against his own record.” After Sister 
Etheldreda’s presentation, the discussion became animated and 
extended over long period that was necessary delay the 
afternoon program order take care all the questions 
proposed from the floor. 

Liturgy, the meaning and purpose the Liturgical Movement, 
and the part the educator should play its spread, were the 
topics dealt with Father Martin Hellriegel, associate dean 
St. Mary’s Junior College, O’Fallon, his paper, ““The Spread 
the Liturgical Movement.” “Liturgy the celebration the 
Christian mysteries which human being becomes sharer 
the Life Christ, and through Him, Mediator, united 
the Blessed Trinity. The Catholic educator may play important 
part the spread the Liturgical Movement through ex- 
plaining the Mass thoroughly and training students the use 
the Missal, through introducing the Missa recitata through the 
restoration the Sunday high Mass, through developing fuller 
understanding the Church Year, through proper observance 
the ember days, through study the stational churches, ard 
through the development new interest the Liturgy which 
will ultimately influence the home and homelife.” 

“Supervision For What?” was the rather intriguing title 
the paper read Brother Ambrose Loosbrock, principal, 
Cathedral High School, Belleville, claimed that purely 


personal relationship should ever allowed influence the pro- 
fessional attitude the supervisor the person supervised. “We 
not need more supervision the ‘found-wanting’ type, but 
need more efficient supervision; supervision that tends ‘to 

discussing the teaching high-school science, Mr. Carl 
Miller, St. Louis University High School, laid special emphasis 
the teacher’s obligation stimulate the student think and 
reason, order make possible for him grasp scientific 
methods and procedure. often present the subject rather than 
teach it. science this particularly true. The course covers 
such multitude things, time short, and the first thing 
know, resort lectures. Lectures have their place, but 
students will not acquire motor skill, skill self-expression, 
learn associate symbols and meanings from lectures.” 

The role the social studies the high school was dealt with 
Rev. Raymond Corrigan, S.J., professor history St. Louis 
University, under the title, “Social Studies; Panacea 
Improved methods have made possible for the teacher 
much more satisfactory work than was possible generation ago, 
but there danger that the multiplication methods will ulti- 
mately destroy the spirit the teacher. “You have heard the 
modern pastime window-shopping. inexpensive, requires 
effort, and you bring nothing home with you. Something similar 
being done the social-studies curricula.” 

treating the problem the effective teaching English 
high school, Sister Mary Noreen, St. Alphonsus High 
School, referred the task that killing one bird with one 
stone. “The predominant fault the English course vagueness. 
lack definite goal. lack definite grade requirements both 
the elementary school and the high school. The fault lies 
the fact that the elementary school trying teach the children 
too many things one time. Even greater degree the high 
school failing this respect. Make the goal the elementary 
school the mastery few definite essentials composition and 
attain the goal singleness purpose each lesson, definite 
grade requirements, and perfect articulation between grades. Let 
the high-school course build this solid foundation. Let buiid 
the elementary-school foundation few more skills taught 
mastery.” 

Rev. John Lamek, assistant superintendent parish schools, 
served chairman for the meeting the 
section. Sister Mary Panchita, St. Peter’s School, St. 
Charles, Missouri, discussed the teaching history grades 
and connection with the tentative plan now being tried 
the Archdiocese. The plan provides during the first three years 
for the gradual introduction the student materials which 
will enable him see that the heritage has received from 
others accounts for all that enjoys what thought 
his own little world. Middle grades are used enable 
student connect past facts and past events with his present 
experiences. The sixth grade provides for study the contribu- 
tions the European civilization the upbuilding America. 
States history studied the seventh and eighth 
grades. 

How activities may employed effective aids teaching 
grade-school history was shown during stage demonstration 
Sister Richard Marie, S.L., St. Ann’s School, Normandy, Mis- 
souri. few years ago teachers felt that they were 
the requirements activity program including their 
schedule activity period, during which each child might 
best suited him. We, happily, have survived this period and have 
learned from experience that mistake believe that just 
anything, anyone wants any time evolves into activity 
properly called. the contrary, what done must done 
orderly and thoughtful manner.

The National Survey Education Teachers

The Nature the Survey 


The National Survey the Education Teachers finally has 
come from the press. This the third national fact-finding survey 
which has been carried under the direction the United States 
Office Education; the first had with land-grant colleges, 
the second with secondary education. 

The Seventy-first Congress authorized study qualifica- 
tions teachers the public schools, the supply available 
teachers, the facilities available and needed for teacher training, 
including courses study and methods teaching.” The study 
began July 1930, and was finally printed 1935. The cost 
was approximately $180,000. 

large number national authorities participated tie 
survey. William John Cooper, United States Commissioner 
Education, was general director; Evenden was 
director, and Frazier was co-ordinator. These men were 
assisted board consultants twelve, survey staff 
fifteen, and number special advisers, research assistants, and 
associate members. professional advisory committee made 
representatives from some different educational groups also 
make suggestions from time time.

Salient Proposals 


The Survey extensive that brief summary can ade- 
quately reveal its scope.

The amount educational preparation required all new teachers 
should equal exceed the present generally accepted minimum stand- 
ards years college work beyond the completion standard

Besides making sure that all new teachers have the desired minimum 
educational preparation equally necessary provide that all 
teachers now service shall, fixed date, meet the same minimum 
requirements (Vol. VI, 67). 

State departments education and all organizations responsible for 
teacher-education should make clear through their reg- 
ulations that teaching demands special professional preparation (Vol. 
VI, 168). 

Minimum standards for the professional preparation teachers for 
various kinds positions should set the regularly constituted 
State educational authorities (Vol. VI, 169).
